Law Foportiiig. 

Ill nil civilized countrios whore law 
niulonlor prevail tho deciaions of 
llieir Courts of Justice aro publiHhod, 
audif this is necessary, say in coun- 
tries governed by tho Uonuui Civil 
Lavy.much more so is it in those which 
are goveiaed by the Common Liiw of 
England. We thoroforo hoc numerous 
reports of cases in courts in England 
beginning with the year bookH in tho 
reign of Edward 2d, and continuing to 
our day. In all the old Provinces of 
the Dominion the decisions are care- 
fully reported and printed, those in 
Ontario alone numbering over 100 
volumes. In all of the States of the 
Union we s«e their decisions reported 
and pablished at the expense of the 
State. In British Columbia we see— 
■we boawt !i good deal of our great- 
ness, of tho greatness of our country; 
tho richness of our soil in minerals and 
agricultural resources; the wealth of 
our forests and seas,and of the intelli- 
gence of our people. Yet with all 
thi'He wc have done nothing towards 
jimking known to the world our 
"Judgo-mado Law." In an article a 
few davH ago wo called the attention 
of our rciuk'rs to (hu duly of tho Gov- 
cnniieut to have tho law8 published 
unto the people, and wo nov.'call upon 
them to Lave publibhed the decisions 
of the Supreme Court w7/i<7( <ire laws unto 
UB. The necessity for this will bo 
evident to all. Wo have no dif,'est or 
code of laws under tho English sys- 
tem. The written law is in the Sta- 
tutes; but the unwritten law, which is 
by far tho greatest portion, and is the 
essence of reason, is only to be found 
in tho text writers and in tho reports 
of cases. The Ancients luid their code 
of laws. Moses delivered tho laws to 
the Israelites. Solon to tho Athen- 
ians, and the Romann had their twelve 
tables, and at intervals during the ex- 
istence of the Koman Empire their 
laws were coditied. The (hogorian 
and Hermogeuian codoa were made 
iiiidor Constautine. Another code was 
made under Theodosins II, called the 
' Theodosian code, and under tho Eni- 
})oror Justinian, the most important 
codification was made, into lustitules 
Pandecta Code and NotoIs, which 
have come down to our time under the 
name ofJCorpu6|JuriB^OiviJeB, and are 
the basis of the Common Law of Eu- 
rope except England and Ireland. The 
people of the State of New York a 
number of years ago codified the 
prnctiee of the law (although not the 
Hubstautive law) which became the 
foundation of most of the codes of 
practice in the United States. In 
Franco under the Emperor Napoleon 
I their law wari coditied by tho labor 
of their learned and just Jurists, which 
was a |,M-eat success. In tho Province 
of (Quebec they have codified their 
laws upon the law of Code Napoleon. 
In England within the last few years 
great progre.ss has been made in 
tlie way of cousoli(,latiou, anil iiU the 
decisiouH of their courts are well report- 
ed and obtained by tho profession as no- 
cesBarj to ihe proijer undorsta»ding of the 
Iftw. lu Ontario they have consolidated 
their Statute laws aud publish reports of 
thoir cases with great care, an we have 
mentioned. Why then when other people 
du wo much towards making thoir laws 
intelligible and known to tho people 
Bhould we not do something in tho same 
way ? In this country particularly where 
tho EnghsU practice has been introduced 
e,i bloc, as the English common law pro- 
cedure Act and the rules of practioe 
stand, and tho Court of Chancery Actn 
and (jrdera, aro luado therounder, 
there in a groat uocuBBity for tho do- 
cisionH of tho Judge being reported; as 
many questions anao as to how much of 
laws generally introduced in that way 
are applicable and what are not. In this 
uncertainty resort has to bo made to the 
Supremo Court at tho expense of the 
suitor to decide, and when oiico a do- 
cision is luado it has the foiiu of law and 
therefore should bo put on record by 
means of a report, so to l)o at hand 
when the question arises again. In thi.s 
way, in the oourBe of time, we will have 
enough deoisionB to clear up tho 
doubts, but in no other way can thoy 
be cleared up. In (Ontario whou intro- 
ducing tho common law procedure Acts 
they did not introduco thorn en bloc, hni 
thoy woro carefully revised and all i)art3 
act applicable eliminated, and those 
intended to be applicable were introduc- 
ed ill extenso, and so with the rules of 
court; so that tho pooplo of that Pro- 
Tinco, by llio industry of thoir Logisla- 
tiiro, woio put in a much hotior ini.utioii 
tliau thoHH uf Diitish (Johuiibiii. Should 
tho dncini'uia lie ruported ws can rely ou 
the Judges bringing all thoir louniiug 
and industry into their judgments. which 
would be Bomtinized and criticised by 
the legal profession and tho public of 
tho day and be handed down to posterity 
■u BO raany authoritative oipositions of 
tho law. With a Court of Appollato ju- 
lisdiction, too, hanging over tho Judges 
thoy would feel the nocosRity of pioijar- 
ing their judgments with great care and 
strictly according to law, all of which 
would rnilound to the liberty of the sub- 
joct; and it ia but fair to a judge when 
lias taken so much trouble that his 
labors should bo porniaiiontly recoi-ded. 
It would be great gam to tho pnblii: geij- 
erally as many points, which aro liti,;a- 
tod over and over again at groat expoDsc, 
tvould when reported be settled, aud the 
j-pportB could then bo sent to tho difFei 
flut prncliiiouers over the oonntry, who 
will nomi lie established there and who 
.would thus know what is passing in oui 
cuurtH lioio aud bo ivl'lo 
U) adriso thoir olionts. Tho 
y„bor of saving and utoring np the judg- 
ij.onl* hv thu judges liable to be lost and 



difficult to be found, would bo obviated 
by reporting. Tho argumonta of couu- 
■ol broaght to bear on the particular 
case could olso bo preserved and 
the citation of oases facilitated. The gen- 
tlemen of tho legal profession generally 
wouldroceiva great nssistancein their prac- 
tico. all of which v/ould choapon tko cost 
of litigation to the suitor. Could not our 
UoTernment out o( the largo amouut thoy 
rooeive from tho Dominion engage some 
youug professional man to got up the 
reports. Hay Mr. Hott, who is Clork of 
the House, who, with some addition to 
his salary, would, no doubt, uudertoka 
the reporting. Let ub have no more de- 
lay in this matter, and let ua show our 
Judges that we think enough of thoir 
judgments to report them.

so that lie could swear to it if necessary.

Canadian Hail- 

ToROKro, Aug. II. — At the Mon- 
treal City Council meeting on .Mou- 
dtiy night a scene occurred such as is 
not often witnessed. Among tho or- 
ders of tho day was a by-law on health 
wliicli coutainod several clauses rela- 
ting to smallpox, and among thorn one 
favouring compulsory vaccination. As 
this clause was most distasteful to tho 
French citizens, a number of the latter 
amounting in all to about 7,000, con- 
gregated at tho City Hall ready, if 
necesaary, to prevent the passage of 
tlie by-law by force. The upshot of 
the matter was that all the windows of 
the City Hall were smashed, as also 
the gaseliors, property being destroy- 
ed to tbo value of ^;',)(I0. Dr. Jjaroe- 
ipio, who was in favour of tho passage 
of the vaccination clauses, had his 
drug store damaged to the extent of 
11800. Tho by-law was not jmsaed. 

NiAyAiiA F.vi.i.s, Aug. 9. — At .') p. m. 
to-day six citizens of this place visited 
tho Cave (if Winns without a guide, 
as tliey h:id frequently done before. 
After passing through the cave two of 
the party, Mr. Ethel her t Parsons, 
aged 2d and Miss Lottie C. Philpot 
aged twenty-five, desc^ended to an ed- 
dy which is never visited b,v tin,' guid- 
es. The lady lost lier iootliold and 
was caught by tho gentlonian, but tho 
current carried both into the nver be- 
low, where they were drowned. They 
were soon to be married. 

A lad named Molhiuan haa been 
di.seovered in the woods in Queen's 
County, where he has been lost seven- 
teen days. ^Vll0Il found he was in a 
most exhausted condition.

MoNTKKAi., Aug. 9. — Mr. Cartier 
tiled an exception to tho jurisdiction 
of the Court. Ho went ou to argue 
that the Court had no jurisdiction bo. 
cause it was provided bj the Civil 
Code that uo Court could legally sit 
between the 9th -July and the Ist of 
September, with certain excejitions 
which, however, could not apply to 
the present case. One of tho oicep- 
tiouH was "Except in the case of Cor- 
porations." The learned counsel ar- 
gued that Parliament was not a Cor- 
poration. 

His Honour was of opinion that Par- 
liament was a Corporation, and that he 
was not only justihed but compelled 

to Bit. 

That pnint being dispused of, Mr. 
Carlior stated be v.oubi now tile an ob- 
jection to tho proceedings being held 
in tho cause, inasmuch as no order had 
been tiled by the Court fixing time and 
jilaco 

Ills Honour wus posiiivo that such 
an order c.s.isted, as he bad I'aiised the 
same to bo engrossed, and instructed 
tho Deputy i'rothonotary to institute a 
seiuoh for it. 

The Deputy Prothonotary returned 
with a copy of it. 

His Honour said that the engrossed 
order signed by himself luul Mr. 
Honuv, the i'rothonotary, must be 
])roduced. It was a monsti'ous con- 
tempt of Court not to produce it. 

Tho Deputy Prothonotary again ro- 
lurned without the doenmeut.and said 
iL could not be fountl. Tbo record was 
complete a week ago, and both parties 
liad access to it. The document must 
have been abstracted. 

His Honour thought it a strange 
thing that a paper on which an objeo- 
tiuii was raised was nrissing. 

Mr. Devlin askuil for an adjourn- 
ment HO that they could find the clerk 
who had eugrosed tha order, and to 
give tho Prothouotaries^time for fuller 
search. 

Mr. Carter was of opinion tliat thoy 
could not ]jroceod in the absence of 
the order. 

i\Ir. Devlin assorted that ho was most 
desirous oi seeing the trial conducted 
according to the law of the laud. It 
was of the greatest iiupurlanco to him, 
fis the petitioners wore socking to dis- 
qualify him, wliiidi disiiuablication 
amounted to making a man civilly 
dead for seven years, Ho askod tins 
Court to give him the same protection 
as to any other subject, and he there- 
fore reniiesled the .ludgo to take into 
serious consideration the fact tliat 
^vllen the mder was luailc.lt wa"! made 
in Cliaiiibers, and not ('loirt, as pre- 
scvibod by law. Under those (iircum- 
slaneos he did uot think the trial 
could proceed in justice to him. 

Hu; llonour rt'jilicd t iiat tho (dijee- 
tiou to tliis order being ilbionl uiust bo 
overruled, and lie liojiod that tho case 
would oviMitiiully go further and bo 
disposed cif by a higber Court. 

Mr. Cai'tier hied an objection to tho 
jtklgment, and presented a petition in 
iraprobation, wliicli set forth that tho 
register bad been falsilied. 

After lengthy ai.gunionts His Hon- 
our decided that i\3 tho register was 
not on exhiliit liled in tho cause nor of 
record therein, the petition in impro- 
haUov) t^Uoulil be dismissed. 



Mr. .Vbbolt then called njioii Mi. 
Devlin as a witness, who dindiiied to 
bo sworn, as ho did not recognii;e the 
authority pf jurisdiction of tho Judge, 
who was sitting in flagrant violation 
of the law of the land and iu violation 
of his rights ns a respondent citizen. 
Ho utterly denied to the Judge the 
right of administering an oath io hiiu 
or to any ono else in this ease on 
tho present day, as it was u uon -judici- 
al ono. 

His Honour— I regret to have to 
commit you. Mi-. Sheriflf.I will write 
out a wfirrant of committal which will 
be ready iu five minutes. 

Mr. Devlin — I am prepared. I ex- 
pected it. 

After a lapse of about half au hour 
His Honour road to the respondent 
bis committal to gaol for contempt of 
Court till he is willing to appear and 
give evidence for a time uot oxceediug 
the duration of the present trial. 

Mr. Devlin ia now in goal. .Vppli- 
cation for a habeas corpus will bo made 
to a Queen's Bemdi Judge as soon as 
jiossible, on behalf of Mi. Devlin. 
The olijoet of Mr, Devlin and tho rea- 
son of liis refusing to answer is to ob- 
tain tho o])inion of a judge of a higher 
Court as to the jurisdiction of a Court 
sitting in vacation, and as the Elec- 
tion Act provides bir an appeal only 
to the ISuperior CJourt bitting as a 
court of review, the plan adojited by 
Mr. Devlin is the only means of ob- 
taining his object. 



Confessions of a Vagrant. 

The Charity Organization Society's 
Reporter of London, Eugiand, prints 
tho following letter:— "Sherborne Tni- 
on Workhouse, April 1!), IS7."). Iloii- 
oiuedSir, — 1 duly received your note 
of tho I5th inst., to which T now re- 
ply. I commenced with tho (|uack doc- 
tors. In the lirst place, I must tidl 
you that I never engaged in the dirty 
business on my own account. 1 have 
been a tool in tho hands ' if others . 
The first time it was inYarmoutli. A 
quaok who was lodging at tho same 
'ken' with me asked me if I was willing 
to earn a couple of shillings easily. I 
replied iu the afliriuative. This was to 
come into tho niarkid-placo in tho af- 
ternoon, while ho himself was expa- 
tiating ori the virtues of his infallible 
medicines, and purchase half-a-dozen 
boxes of the pills, saying that myself 
and others bad derived immense beuolit 
from their use, and that, for the future, 
I was resolved never to be without 
them, the money to pay for them hav 
ing been given me beforehand by the 
'doctor' (save the mark). Well, I 
carried out my instructions to the lot- 
tor, and so well pleased tho modern 
yEsculapius.that in the evening lie em- 
ployed me to work for him at a salary 
of £1 per week besides travelling ex- 
penses. I was now to be initiated 
iu the sublime mystery of compound- 
ing the 'medicines,' almost invariably 
'pills." My duty was to collect 
the ingredients, and I now solemnly 
declare that I got them ready made 
from the sheopfold or ther nbbit war- 
ren. These from thoshoepfold had to be 
cousdorably reduced in size, after which 
they aro coated with finely pulverized 
sugar and llour, and, after being dried 
to a proper oonsistency were placed 
in pill boxes, which are easily obtain- 
ed, and tlien held forth to the dolls 
who wore silly enough to listen tohiin 
as 'American sugar-coated pills,' puie- 
ly vegetable, and warranted not to 
contain one pariiele of mercury, 
colocynth, or other deleterious poi- 
son, so extensively used by regular 
doctors. These pills are a sovereign 
remedy for bilious disorders, liver 
complaints, dyspepsia, or indigestion, 
the symptoms of which are ietirnedly 
described by the 'orator' (which w.as 
generally rayaelf), learnt by heart 
from the medical work by Dr. IJuch- 
auan. When wo were travelling in 
country villages there was no 'ill 
which llesh is heir to' but my master 
— blatant ignoramus as he was — would 
not undertake to cure — worms, piles, 
tusky or itch, gout, rheumatism, ul- 
cers, fits, (Stc. ; but the naked truth is 
that he was a greater fool than 
1. He could not read a para- 
graph in a newspaper, and 
could scarcely write his own name.- 
He know no more about the maladies 
ho professed lo cure than a hog; but 
ho possessed iij an oniinenl degree 
that grand indispensible iiii(dillcalion 

any amount of cheek, luid bis tak- 
ings on an average were i;i0 u week. 
I traveled with this man for about 
four months, chiefly in the Eastern 
Counties, when I Cijiressed a desire 
to leave him, wdien he immediately uf- 
fored to raise my wages by giving me 
'2os. a week, but 1 wuuld iinL acceyit it, 
and loft hiiu. 1 have traveled with 
three others, all of the same kidney, 
since that time. Suffice it io say that 
a set of more nnpriiu ipled , ignorant 
rascals never ilisgraced earlli. I'l-r 
liaps, Sir, ycni may think tliat by turn 
ing -(,Jiieen's evidence' 1 am worso than 
the ones 1 iiiipeaeli; but i dmi'L wish 
to ( Xiiiierate myself, for 1 confess that 
lain about the most worthless itf be- 
ings. But the truth ought to be known. 
Poor people might not to bo s\ steiiiat- 
ically robbed by (piack doctors or any 
o her description of rogues; for rogues, 
rnscids, and liars uro tiio whelo fra- 
ternity, myself infduded. Yours un- 
worthily, (i. A. Urine. P. S. -I was
